Chief Editor's Report 


This report covers the period 22nd January, 1980 - 
30th April, 1981.

For many years the planned dates of issue of the parts of 
each volume have been March, June, September and December. The 
publication of Part 4 in December has caused problems in the 
past and to overcome this the planned publication dates have 
been changed to February, May, August and November as from 
Volume 20, 1981. 


The Journal is facing some financial problems. 
Publication is financed by a proportion of members' 
subscriptions, institutional subscriptions and income from 
reprints. Income from reprints has declined in recent years 
as the budgets of institutions have become strained. On the 
other hand the cost of producing the Journal has increased 
significantly. If the Journal income does not keep pace with 
costs fewer papers will be published with a consequent 
increase in the time to publication from submission of a 
manuscript (currently this is ca 12 months). Unless the ‘time 
of publication’ is kept to a reasonable level, the number of 
manuscripts submitted might be expected to decrease and the 
viability of the Journal would be jeopardised. 


Potentially there are a number of ways to ensure prompt 
publication of quality papers and the viability of the Journal. 


1. An increase in subscriptions (member and Institutional). 


2. An increase in reprint charges. This could be counter- 
productive with Institutional budgets under stress. 
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3. 


Introduction of page charges. This would strain 
Institutional budgets and pose difficulties for some 
members. On the other hand since all members support 
the Journal through their annual subscription one 
could argue the proposition that the user (i.e. the 
author) should pay. 


Editors, Editorial Board members and referees may 
have to be more stringent with respect to length of 
papers, necessity for, and size and format of, 
figures and tables. For interest Attachment A gives 
the distribution of length of papers (general, 
taxonomic and total) for Volumes 16-19 inclusive. 


Discussions are underway with the printer to determine 
whether worthwhile savings could be achieved by a 
different format, page or type size. 


These are matters in which all members should have a keen 


interest. 


In 1980 a revised edition of the "The collection and 


reservation of insects" by K.R. Norris and M.S. Upton 
(Miscellaneous Publication No. 3) was published.

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Report of Environmental Quality Committee

Report of Constitutional Review Committee

(Convener), Dr. E.N. Marks, Dr. T.E. Bellas and the Vice 
President, Professor I.W.B. Thornton and Secretary, 

Dr. P. Williams, ex officio. Subsequently, the Sydney based 
Executive was also involved, and the proposed alterations to 

the Constitution and By-Laws, and reasons for those alterations, 
were submitted to the Membership in the February issue of the 
News Bulletin. It was hoped that at the 12 Annual General 
Meeting, that these proposals would be ratified, however, this 
was not to be as the News Bulletin was delayed and not published 
until 29th April. A postal ballot of the Members shall now be 


organised. 
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Report of Conservation Committee 


No matters were referred to the Committee by the Executive 
during the year. Members of the Committee maintained 
surveillance of activities related to forest clearing in 
several states. Proposed legislation for protection of some 
insect species in New South Wales has been noted.

Minutes of Twelfth Annual General Meeting held at 
Maroochydore, Queensland on 11th May, 1981. 


Opening 


The President, Dr. I.F.B. Common, opened the meeting at 
1540 hours and welcomed members. 


Attendance and Proxies 


The President (Chairman), and 100 members (Qld. 54; 
N.S.W. 17; A.C.T. 10; Vic. 7; S.A. 73; W.A. 13° Tas. .. 
N.T. 3). Those present held proxies for 13 members (Qld. 1; 
N.S.W. 33; Vic. 4; A.C.T. 4; W.A. 1). Total votes 113. 


Minutes of the 11 Annual General Meeting 


The Vice President, Associate Professor E. Shipp, 
presented the Report to the Meeting. 


Following extensive publicity, the response to the Student 
Research Paper was quite good. Nine manuscripts of a high 
standard were received. The Executive, advised by the Panel 
of Referees, offered the Award to Ms. Anne Wagner. Her paper 
was entitled ‘Absence of genetic variation in two Australian 
species of stingless bees, Tritgona (Hymenoptera : Apidae).' 


The Executive accepted with regret the resignation of the 
General Editor, Dr. B.P. Moore. 


Following the appointment of an Editorial Assistant, the 
production of the Journal has been much improved. The 
Executive was concerned over the future of the Journal unless, 
increased finances could be made over to the Publications 
Account. During the year, a revised edition of the 'The 
collection and preservation of insects' by K.R. Norris and 
M.S. Upton (Misc. Publ. No. 3) was published. 
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The Executive also expressed concern over the increasing 
costs of the News Bulletin and recommended that economies 
and restraint be exercised. 


With regard to the Constitution and By-Laws, the review 
has been completed and the recommendations published in the 
News Bulletin (Volume 17, part 1). Unfortunately, because 
of delays in the production and despatch of that issue, 
members would not be able to vote on the revised documents. 
A postal ballot would therefore be organised. 


During the year no matters were referred to either the 
Environmental Quality or Conservation Committees, and again, 
the Executive urged members to present subjects for referral 
to those Committees. Several members of the Executive 
represented the Society in discussions with the New South Wales 
National Parks and Wildlife Service in relation to the proposed 
legislation protecting insect species in that state. 


As a result of a suggestion made at the 10th AGM to 
investigate ways in which the Society could recognise Ian 
Mackerras, the Executive sought Councillors’ approval to 
establish an lan Mackerras Medal. This Award would be conferred 
on an Australian member of the Society who has published 
‘entomological research contributions of outstanding excellence’. 


On behalf of all members Professor Shipp paid tribute to 
the Queensland Organising Committee, chaired by Dr. Geoff 
Monteith, for the exceptional 12 AGM and Scientific Meeting. 


Treasurer's Report 


The Treasurer, Mr. G.A. Holloway, presented audited accounts 
for the year ending 30th June, 1980 which showed that the 
Society was in a ‘reasonable’ financial situation. Steps were 
being taken to recover outstanding subscriptions, amounting to 
$5,335: 
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The Treasurer also expressed the Executive's concern 
over the increasing cost of the Journal and News Bulletin. 
Currently, approximately $25 per member is being spent on 
the production and distribution of those publications which 
was quite alarming, when the membership rate (i.e. Full 
Membership) is only $20! The Treasurer therefore recommended 
that fee increases be implemented. Based on those fee 
increases, a Budget was submitted. 


Chief Editor's Report 


The Chief Editor, Dr. G.H.S. Hooper, indicated that the 
dates of issue of the Journal had been changed and were now 
February, May, August and November. He then commented on 
Journal costs, noting that the operating loss for the Journal 
had increased from $1,380 to $5,143. He supported the Treasurer's 
call for an increase in Membership fees. 


The Reports from the Executive were adopted (French/ 
McDonald). 


Discussion of the Executive Report 


Dr. E. Exley asked the Treasurer, whether in fact the 
operating deficit for the Journal approximated the amount that 
subscriptions were in arrears and if this was so, how could a 
membership fee increase be justified. In reply the Treasurer 
said that these figures were for the year ending 30th June, 
1980. The marked increase in publication costs had been since 
that date and further, he had strenuously attempted to recover 
the arrears in question, with considerable success. 


Dr. R. Sutherst suggested that in order to encourage prompt 
payment of subscriptions, the Society place a loading on the 
Membership fee, which would be discounted if fees were paid by 
a certain date. After considerable discussion, it was moved 
that the members' subscription rate be increased to $30, but 
that a $5 rebate be given if payment was received by lst March 
(Hooper/Sutherst). Carried on show of hands. Dr. J. Madden 
moved that pro rata increases and rebates be made to all classes 
of membership. 
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Professor T. Browning moved that the Student rate be set 
at $15, reduced to $12.50 with the rebate applying. Carried. 


Dr. B. Kay then suggested that page charges could be 
introduced on the basis of the ‘user pays principle’. 
Dr. M. Rice in speaking against the proposal, referred to the 
special nature of the Society and its Journal. In support, 
Dr. C. Smithers indicated that one of the main strengths of 
the Society was its high proportion of non-institutionalized 
members, who would be effectively prevented from publishing 
in their Journal if page charges were imposed. Mr. T. Passlow 
queried the ability of Institutions to pay reprint charges 
rather than page charges. Prof. Shipp indicated that 
Universities in particular were not contributing very many 
funds for either reprints or page charges, possibly $50 maximum. 
The Chief Editor, on behalf of the Executive, thanked the 
members for their advice. 


Professor Shipp opened discussion on the Ian Mackerras Medal, 
and after some discussion, the meeting accepted the recommendation 
of Council. 


The Meeting were told the reasons why Council conveyed 
Honorary Membership on Dr. K.R. Norris. The Meeting applauded 
the decision. 


Auditor 


It was agreed (Holloway/Shipp) that D.J. Crichton, Public 
Accountant, be retained as the Society's Auditor for the 1980/81 
financial year. 


Announcement of Office Bearers and Councillors 


The Secretary announced that one nomination had been 
received for each vacant position with the exception of the 
positions of Regional Councillors for Victoria (1), South 
Australia (1) and Papua New Guinea (1).

The Chairman 
indicated that the Executive would be investigating such a 
proposal. 


Dr. J. Madden suggested that the Society may investigate 
the possibility of preparing sets of 35 mm slides for schools, 
universities, members, etc., also as an additional source of 
revenue. 


The meeting was then advised of the planned location of a 
Pulp and Wood Chip industry in the Glasshouse Mountains, and 
suggested that the Conservation Committee could investigate 
such a proposal. 


On behalf of all members, the retiring Vice President, 
Professor Shipp, thanked the Secretary Dr. Ken Brown and the 
Treasurer Mr. Geoff Holloway for their assistance in what was 
a very difficult transitory year. The Chief Editor Dr. Gordon 
Hooper was also thanked for his major achievements with the 
Journal. In support of the remarks by Prof. Shipp, Dr. Common 
asked all members to also thank the Organising Committee in 
the usual way. 


Dr. Common then installed the new President, Professor 
Doug Kettle. 


The Chairman, Prof. Kettle, thanked the Society for 
honouring him in such a way. He then invited Dr. Common to 
present his Presidential Address entitled ‘Adaptations for 
Survival in Lepidoptera’. In moving the vote of thanks, 
Prof. McDonald commented on the exceptionally high quality of 
the Address and the accompanying slides.

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K.R. NORRIS — HONORARY LIFE MEMBER 


Dr. K.R. (Dick) Norris recently retired from the CSIRO 
Division of Entomology at Canberra, but is working on as an 
Honorary Research Fellow, rounding off his long-term taxonomic 
study of the Australian Calliphoridae. His outstanding 
entomological career already spans well over 40 years. 


Perusal of Dick Norris’ list of publications quickly 
reveals the breadth of his interests and experience. As well 
as making significant contributions to insect taxonomy and 
general biology, he has, at one time or another, given detailed 
attention to ‘entomological' subjects as diverse as red-legged 
earth mite, buffalo fly, cattle tick, sheep blowfly, screw-worm 
fly, clothes moth, and bush fly. Dick Norris’ approach to 
the problems generated by these pests has been avowedly mission 
orientated. He is an economic entomologist in the classic mould. 


Dick Norris, a first class honours graduate from the 
University of W.A., was appointed to the then CSIR Division of 
Economic Entomology in 1937 to make ‘a detailed study of the 
effects produced by present agricultural and pastoral practice 
on populations of the red-legged earth mite and ... a preliminary 
study of insecticides likely to control the mite’. It was 
anticipated that the program of work would be completed within 
two years: 


His work on earth mite populations was the first quantitative 
study of small pasture organisms in Australia to consider the 
the effects of more than climatic factors. His subsequent work 
on the diapausing eggs of the mite broke new ground on the study 
of this phenomenon, especially in relation to organisms adapted 
to survive the harsh conditions of the Mediterranean-type summer. 
It solved outstanding puzzles regarding this pest. 


Norris’ initial contact with the buffalo fly in Queensland 
involved adaptation of the complex American horn fly trap. 
This provided a palliative measure of buffalo fly control for 
the dairying industry that was widely availed of. 
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When DDT became available for use on cattle, Dick Norris 

was quick to exploit his knowledge of the habits of the buffalo 
fly, and soon showed that the extent of surface area of 

animals or even the number of animals in a herd treated could 
be substantially reduced without sacrificing successful control. 
His experiments with marked buffalo flies demonstrated the 
vagility of the species and laid a foundation for its 

ecological study. Norris’ papers on buffalo fly are replete 
with observations leading to new lines of thought and opening 
up new lines of investigation. 


In subsequent work on blowfly ecology Dick Norris again 
broke new ground, firstly with a method - now in extensive use 
- of marking flies without injury or extra handling. His 
participation with Lindsay Barton Browne in a study of the 
effect of a diazinon formulation on the oviposition behaviour 
of the sheep blowfly provided a rational explanation for reported 
control failures with this chemical soon after its introduction. 
The research demonstrated the necessity for very thorough 
application and the results formed the basis of new 
recommendations from the manufacturer. The finding resulted in 
more rapid adoption of diazinon control by the sheep industry. 


In his work on the bush fly Dick Norris also made distinct 
contributions, clarifying the biology and ecology of the fly, 
and, with H.E. Paterson, its taxonomic status. 


For his thesis entitled ‘History, Bionomics, and Control 
of Pests of the Australian Pastoral Industry" he was awarded 
the degree of Doctor of Science by the University of Western 
Australia in 1969. 


Dick Norris was made an Assistant Chief of the Division of 
Entomology in 1965, and in recognition of his unique 
contributions to the Division, became Associate Chief in 19/77. 


By his research and his unstinting assistance and advice to 
colleagues Dick Norris has exerted a stimulating and beneficial 
influence over an exceptionally wide field of Australian 
entomology. We wish him a long and happy retirement: its 
entomological productivity seems assured.

NEW SOUTH WALES: 


Country Centres 


Alan Bishop and Royce Holtkamp visited Toowoomba and 
Brisbane in early July. They discussed various aspects of 
pest management in lucerne with Bernie Franzmann, Bob Teakle 
and Gordon Hooper. 


Dr. Huang Ming-dau from the Guandong Entomological 
Institute in China is spending a month of his 3 month stay in 
Australia with Steve Goodwin at Gosford. He will be working 
on the techniques of culturing and bioassay of predatory mites. 


Steve Goodwin and Vic Edge visited Gerrit van de Klashorst 
in Canberra in June to discuss selection of predatory mites 
resistant to synthetic pyrethroids. 


Ted Woolcock visited John Rand at Wollongbar in July to 
discuss release sites for sowthistle aphid parasites during 
the southern winter. 


Ray Piggott, the Locust Patrol Officer stationed at Dubbo, 
has been visiting Armidale over the past few months, sampling 
egg beds of plague locust. 


John Hosking has been awarded a Ph.D. from LaTrobe University- 
John's thesis title was: "Ecological studies on three leafhopper 
(Hemiptera : Cicadellidae) species, Zygina zealandica (Myers), 
Nesoclutha pallida (Evans) and Orostus argentatus (Evans) at 
Toolangi, Victoria". 


SOUTH AUSTRALIA: 


Department of Agriculture 


Paul Madge, Peter Birks and Campbell Phillips attended the 
lst Australian Stored Grain Pest Control Conference at LaTrobe 
University, 18th-22nd May, 1981. 
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Dennis Hopkins visited the Plant Research Institute at 
Burnley on 25th and 26th May, 1981, and had discussions with 
many of the entomological staff on a range of topics including 
aphids, crickets and noctuids. 


Riverland 


Ted Hammerton recently retired after many years service 
with one of the few commercial insectaries in Australia. The 
Waikerie Red Scale Committee Insectary is a co-operative 
enterprise financed by citrus growers at Waikerie in South 
Australia's Riverland. As director of the insectary, Ted has 
been responsible for mass rearing and liberating countless 
millions of parasitic wasps for control of red scale in citrus 
orchards. Ted's contribution to practical biological control 
may be measured by the fact that when he first started, control 
of red scale was achieved by cyanide fumigation of individual 
citrus trees, whereas when he retired, most of the citrus in 
the Waikerie area was under biological control. 


Waite Institute, Department of Entomology 


Mr. M.S. Awan has submitted his Ph.D. thesis entitled 
"Predation by three hemipterans on Heliothts punctiger 
Wallengren" and recently returned home to Pakistan, where he 
resumed his position as Assistant-Professor in the Department 
of Zoology, University of Sind. 


Mr. Jwo-Yee Yan also left the Department after completing 
his Ph.D. studies. His thesis is entitled "Studies on the 
behaviour of males of California red scale, Aonidiella aurantii". 


Professor R.W. Thorp is visiting the Department on 
sabbatical leave from the University of California, Davis, 
from July 1981 to March 1982. Professor Thorp, whose visit is 
funded partly by his University and partly by extramural funds 
from various industry sources in Australia, is conducting 
research on pollination ecology and is advising on pollination 
aspects of the Almond Producers Co-operative and projects 
sponsored by the United Farmers and Stockowners Association at 
present being run by the Department of Entomology.

Professor James McMurtry visited in July for talks with 
Dave Morris and Peter Ridland on phytoseiid mites. He gave 
a well illustrated seminar about some of his work with 
phytoseiids. 


AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY: 
CSIRO, Division of Entomology 


Following in the wake of the move of the taxonomists into 
the new ANIC building, an extensive remodelling of the 
vacated space is taking place. This will provide much needed 
space to others in the division who up till now have been 
located at far removed points on site. This applies 
particularly to people in the Biological Control and Crops 
and Pastures sections whose present accommodation in this day 
and age could be best described as’ sub standard. 


Rodney Powning retired recently on 8th July after an 
association of more than 39 years with the division. His main 
interest at the time of his departure was the cellular defence 
mechanisms of insects. 


A recently published little book on Termites in the 
Canberra Region may be of interest to fellow members. Jointly 
authored by Tony Watson and Rob Barrett of this division, it 
deals comprehensively with the taxonomy, biology and control 
of the termites of this region and would be a worthwhile 
addition to any library shelf. It is readily available for 


only $1.50 from CSIRO, 9 Queens Road, Melbourne, Victoria, 3000. 


A long term visitor to the division is Dr. George Gibbs 
from Victoria University, Wellington, New Zealand. He is 
spending part of his sabbatical leave here, working on the 
taxonomy and biology of Australian species of the primitive 
family Micropterigidae (Lepidoptera). 
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During his stay in Australia, he plans to make collections 
throughout much of eastern Australia and Tasmania, concentrating 
on early stages, which are still unknown for the Australian 
fauna. 


Dennis Brothers of the University of Natal, Pietermaritzburg, 
South Africa, recently returned to Canberra after his round 
Australia collecting trip and prior to returning home after a 
stay of 7 months. His speciality is mutillid wasps and his 
collecting on the trip produced some 4,000 specimens and 
revealed that the Australian mutillid fauna will approximately 
double when it is all sorted out. Although the number of 
specimens taken is large, a lot of the male-female associations 
remain unknown and provide scope for more intensive collecting 
in the future. 


At a time of the year when the controlled environment of the 
ANIC building affords protection from the winds and frosts of 
Canberra winters, other short term visitors included: 

Terry Houston (W.A. Museum) to look at our holdings of hylaeine 
bees and make contact with people in other disciplines of 
taxonomy; Ian Campbell (Caulfield Institute of Technology, 
Victoria) to look at Ephemeroptera; Rod Griffin (CSIRO, 

Forest Research, Traralgon, Victoria) to discuss insect 
pollination of eucalypts; John Osmelak (Plant Research 
Institute, Burnley, Victoria) to look at ANIC holdings of 
leafhoppers (Cicadellidae) and discuss virus transmission with 
Norm Grylls; and Robin Thorp (University of California, Davis) 
to discuss pollination in relation to members of the Apoidea. 


James Ridsdill-Smith (CSIRO, Division of Entomology, Perth) 
spent a week here following his return from an overseas trip 
of some 3 months that took him through South Africa, France, 
Spain, England and U.S.A. to look at various aspects of 
biological control of dung. While here he had discussions with 
Murray Watlace and Gus Macqueen who was also visiting at the 
same time. 
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Dr. Gerrard Nicolas (Insect Biology Laboratory, 
University of South Paris, Paris, France) has just departed 
for his homeland after a year with the division, working 
mainly with Roger Farrow. Whilst here, he undertook many 
field surveys, studying morphometric differences in relation 
to density in populations of Chortoicetes terminifera, 
Austrotcetes eructata, and Phaulacridium vittatum. He also 
studied the effects of juvenile hormones on the development 
of Chortotcetes terminitfera in order to compare the results 
with similar work he has done on Locusta migratoria. 


Maria Tyndale-Biscoe is currently overseas on a 4 month 
stay, working with Dr. G. Halffer in Mexico City. They will 
be collaborating in a study of dung beetle ovaries, their 
development and regression during one summer season in the 
field, and working out methods of age grading beetles 
exhibiting different reproductive strategies. Marina also 
hopes to look at how much control is exhibited by the Mexican 
dung fauna on any dung breeding flies in the area. She returns 
in early October. 


Tony Watson and Rob Barrett visited Darwin recently on a 
2 week field trip to collect specimens of Mastotermes for 
culture purposes and to inspect various field tests in progress 
in that area. While there, they managed to collect what is 
surely a record 11.5 kg of live Mastotermes in one day!! 
While in Darwin Tony also managed to re-discover a damselfly 
known from only one specimen collected by G.F. Hill. Rather 
than being a mainland species, it was found to be quite 
abundant on Melville Is. 


David Weldey, who recently joined the Stored Grain Research 
Laboratory on secondment from the Tropical Stored Products 
Centre, Slough, U.K., visited various ASEAN countries for a 
fortnight in July to review the ASEAN - Australian Grain 
Working Group projects. 
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Bruce Champ visited Kuala Lumpur in June to attend a 
meeting of the ASEAN Grains Working Group and then went on 
to Amsterdam for the 13th GASGA Executive Meeting. 


Eleven members of the Stored Grain Research Laboratory 
attended the first Australian Stored Grain Pest Control 
Conference at LaTrobe University from 18th-22nd May. The 
conference brought together research workers and practitioners 
in grain storage from all over Australia and provided a useful 
and stimulating forum for ideas and discussion. 


Penny Gullan recently received her Ph.D. from Monash 
University for a thesis entitled: "A systematic revision of 
the gall-forming coccid genus Aptomorpha Rubsaamen (Homoptera : 
Eriococcidae : Apiomorphinae) with notes on its anatomy and 
biology". Penny is currently working at the ANU and in her 
spare time is expanding and curating the coccid collection at 
the ANIC while continuing her research on that group. 


The Coleoptera section of the ANIC has become a hive of 
activity over the past few months with John Lawrence putting 
the finishing touches to a computer larval key to all families 
of Coleoptera based on the North American fauna and Janet Pyke 
being employed on ABRS funds to begin compilation of a 
catalogue of Australian Coleoptera, once again using computer 
techniques. 


Finally, Roger Farrow reports a new record for the A.C.T.: 
evidence of the migratory locust Locusta migratoria breeding 
in our region.

Laurie Miller will be spending a few days in Melbourne 
during early August to discuss development of an experimental 
sprayer with Silvan. 


From November to May, Jim Duffus, USDA California, worked 
with Gradon Johnstone on yellows viruses in Tasmania. Jim's 
visit was funded by Rural Credits Development Fund and led to 
some interesting discoveries. The first record of a white 
fly transmitted virus in Australasia was made with the 
isolation of beet pseudo yellows transmitted by Trtaleurodes 
vaporartorum. It was also demonstrated that beet western 
yellows which is transmitted by several aphids, but mainly 
Myzus perstcae, is present in Australia. It is implicated as 
the causal agent of a number of plant diseases, including 
potato leaf roll, previously attributed to other viruses. 


University of Tasmania 


Christine Stone, awarded a Caltex Women's Scholarship, 
has left for Imperial College, Silwood Park to commence studies 
for a Masters of Applied Entomology.

PAPUA NEW GUINEA: 


Phil Spradbery reports that he has a new research 
assistant, Noreen Drewett, and two other new staff members, 
Peter Cassalls and David Booth, who have begun by christening 
the new screw worm fly factory at Laloki. They are producing 
500,000 flies for a 100 km dispersal trial. 
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Jan Greve attended the Australian Stored Grain Conference > 
in Melbourne after which he visited CSIRO and Quarantine 
Division in Canberra and the Division of Food Research in 
Sydney. On the return trip he monitored the aircraft inflight 
disinfection. He was helped with this by Mr. Richard Russell 
from the Commonwealth Institute of Health (Sydney). Back in 
Papua New Guinea he joined Brian Thistleton who, together with 
the plant pathologist from the University, travelled to the 
West Sepik to investigate the role of insects as vectors of 
taro diseases. 


A recent visitor to Papua New Guinea was Dr. Jacques 
Chazeau from ORSTOM in New Caledonia.

Entomology Section, Royal Zoological Society of New South Wales 


During recent months we have continued our usual 
activities. 


In December Norman Rodd delivered an address entitled 
‘An Introduction to the Apoidea’. He dealt with the evolution, 
morphology, classification and habits of the group. 


At the February meeting Allen Sundstrom discussed and 
illustrated by colour slides many of the Australian Buprestidae, 
with special reference to Western Australia where, although 
the beetles are "protected" by law, vast tracts of their 
habitat seem to be in grave danger of elimination. 


Clarry Chadwick spoke at the April meeting on the 
Entomological History of Mount Kosciusko 1840-1960, mentioning 
the major taxonomists and other collectors who were active in 
the area over the period. 


Ahmed Moussa addressed the June meeting on Viruses and 
Insects with Special Reference to the Housefly Virus. He 
outlined the development of knowledge of viruses in relation 
to insects. The techniques used in his work were described 
and the classification of viruses, of which the species on 
which he worked is almost certainly a new genus, was given 
attention. The possibility of control of certain flies by 
use of the virus was considered. 
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For some months we have been considering proposals for 
legislative action said to "protect" certain insects. We. 
remain convinced that any action along the lines indicated 
is quite unnecessary. We are similarly convinced that the 
basic need is habitat protection as its destruction is the 
real cause of reduction in animal life. As the permit systen, 
as now understood, ignores habitat destruction and in effect 
blames collectors for diminution in insect numbers, we believe 
this system needs to be re-examined.
